They sold to John Muennltik and Fritz and Henry Faseler in 
1902. who later th at year sold to Mr. Kueck. 
Fellowing* the disaster 
of 1904. tin cotton '-rep never paul. And in 1908 the gin was dismantled 
and sold in piecemeal. 
No cotton bf consequence has been grown in 
that community since.

WILL TAP WOOL COUNTRY 


Mat Keller, former merchant of 
Devine, whose letterheads proclaim 
“everything from rat&kins to ranch­ 
es." will he happy to know that the 
old Salt-for-W ool Road linking Cor­ 
pus Christi with the rich Del Rio- 
Uvalde a -/OI country, will be com­ 
pleted this summer. 
Keller was one of the prime mov­ 
ers in the project to hard surface 
the farm -to-m arket thoroughfare but 
the dream has bren slow of realiza­ 
tion. 
Now, President W illiam M. Ney- 
land of the Tori as Christi Chamber 
of C mmerce 
ha* insurances that 
fed cal approval <<n the last link of 
th* 
road, 
an 
I I -mile 
strip 
from 
J* 
danton 
northwest, 
will 
allow 
contract lettings this summer. 
The highway, designated as State 
173, will bypass San Ant nio, pro­ 
viding the shortest and moat direct 
r Ute 
to the 
wool m arket, which 
Corpus Christi lost at the tu rn of 
the century. 
The 
salt-for-wool 
nickname was 
born in those days from the ranch­ 
ers’ theory it took a pound of salt 
feed to produce a pound of wool. 
Corpus Christi had the salt but dis­ 
advantageous rail connections ruined 
the trade. 
The new highway is ex­ 
pected to bring it back 
Neyland 
has 
worked 
for 
more 
than 
IO years to get the highway 
completed. 
As chairman of the C. 
of C. highway committee, he wrote, 
wired and personally exhorted ev­ 
eryone in a position to advance the 
project. 
As Neyland sees it, truck payloads 
of 
wire 
fencing, 
pip-' 
and 
other 
ranchers’ supplies will *oon be mov­ 
ing out of Corpus Christi to the 
sheep country, returning with raw 
w )ol for export to South America 
and overseas. 
Corpus Christi was 
directly responsible f o r securing the 
first two allocation* for the high­ 
way, totaling $100,00). and can he 
credited with pushing through a p ­ 
proval for the final link. 
“ When completed.” *ays Neyland. 
“we will have direct access to all 
of West Texas via State Highway 
9 to Pleasanton, thence to Jo u rd an ­ 
ton on 97, and up 173 to Hondo and 
a juncture with U. S. 90.” 
Perhaps Mat Keller’s letterheads 
were more prophet ic than he real­ 
ized.

Despite the general congressional 
tendency to give the adm inistration 
wide latitude in handling the strike 
situation, especially in an election 
year, southern solons led by Repre­ 
sentatives Smith (D em ., Va.) and 
Cox (Dem., G a.) have prodded cau­ 
tious legislators toward considera­ 
tion of anti-strike m easures.

Athletes and Condition 
What group of athletes keep in 
better physical condition—or worst 
physical condition, so far as pro­ 
fessional sport is concerned? 
At a recent gabbing session we 
ran into a number of coaches, as­ 
sistant coaches, trainers and assist­ 
ant trainers who know their way 
around, who have been in charge 
of various sports for many years. 
It was their belief that profession­ 
al football players and professional 
tournament golfers on the average 
were in better physical condition 
than any other group, and that pro­ 
fessional baseball 
players trailed 
the list. 
This statement will bring a loud 
and lusty squawk from many ball 
players, but it happens to carry 
more than a mere shade of truth. 
Anyway, the coaches and trainers 
who felt this way about it should 
know what they are talking about. 
“ This, of course, doesn’t include 
all ball payers,” one trainer said. 
“ But it includes too many of them. 
Most of them couldn’t do half the 
job a pro football player has to 
face. Watch most of them hit a 
triple and you’ll find them puffing at 
third base and that s less than IOO 
yards. They don’t turn in enough 
road work to build up their legs. 
A pro baseball player should last 
far longer than a pro football play­ 
er, considering the punishment the 
footballer has to take, but few of 
them do. Last season the New York 
Giants had Mel Hein, Berber and 
Ken Strong, each with nearly 20 
years of football behind him. There 
have been many others such as Hut­ 
son with IO or 12 years already 
cashed in. 
“For example I see where De­ 
troit’s Tigers this season have 43 
exhibition games. This means a 
total of 197 contests from March to 
October, a long march that de­ 
mands the best sort of physical 
shape. Many of them will be ready 
for this endurance test. But quite 
a lot won’t be, unless they make a 
far harder effort to get in shape 
and keep in shape than so many 
have made in the past. Those fel­ 
lows heading south early are the 
•(mart ones. This will be the tough­ 
est season any of them will have to 
tackle.”
